S.R.O. 2379. — In exercise of the powei s conferred by section 6 of the Salt Cess 
Act, 1953 (49 of 1953), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules: 

(1) The cess on salt levied under section 3 of the Salt Cess Act, 1953 (49 of 
1953), shall be collected at the time of the removal of the salt from the place of 
manufacture. 

(2) All salt falling under the following categories shall be wholly exempt from 
the cess leviable under section 3 of the said Act , — 

(i) salt exported by sea to Japan; and 

(ii) salt manufactured without licences by any individual or group of in- 

dividuals in cases where the total area of the land fro-m which salt 
is so manufactured does not exceed ten acres.
